may have secured upon China, hut It be- 
gins to appear that the battle of today 
is one of diplomacy rather than one of 
arms* and notwithstanding the various 
Tumors that have filtered out from Chi- 
nese sources of heavy engagements be- 
tween the International forces and the 
Boxers, the officials here are satisfied 
that no formidably organized resistance 
will be offered by the Chinese if toe de- 
mands of the powers are limited to the 
principles laid down by the United 
States in its several notes. 


After the cabinet meeting Tuesday It 


was announced that the government was 
In a waiting attitude regarding the Chi- 
nese situation. 
The lack of late ad- 


vices from Pekln and the failure of the 
power* to show thalr Sands as to fufUra 
policy makes it necessary for thjs gov- 
ernment to await developments. 


The administration consider" it of the 


greatest Importance that in the negotia- 
tions for a settlement of the Chinese dif- 
ficulty all the powers should act in unison 
and harmony, and Us efforts are being: 
directed to- that end. 


The powers, however, seem slow to fle- 


elare themselves. 
Several replies have 


keen received to the instructions sent 
to our ambassadors and ministers last 
week, asking them to sound the govern- 
ments to which they are accredited on 
two propositions—first, the willingness 
of these governments to arcept the suf- 
ficiency of U Hung Chaos's credentials 
to treat with the powers for a settlement; 
and, second, to ascertain, If possible, 
what the future policy of each power is 
t» be. Regarding the latter inquiry the 
replies, thus far, have developed nothing. 
The powers appear to be watching each 
ether without definite or hxed purpose 
as yet of their own. 


With regard to the nrst Inquiry, Great 


Britain and Rusela are .agreed that 
Earl Li's credentials are sufficient. Ger- 
many, however, takes a firm tftajid 
against the sufficiency of his credentials, 
•nd it IB the only power, oayet, whlchhas 
returned a flat-footed dissension.

Lewis of tho international committee 
of Youug Meu'e Christian assoolattons, 
resident at Shanghai, has seut the fol- 
lowing letter to his friends la the 
United States descriptive of Shanghai, 
which he asserts is "the wealthiest 
and wickedest city . iij China," 
The 


situation there is albo absorbing British 
attention now on account of the qaes- 
tlou of lauding troops. 


As Secretary Lewis knows China 


pretty well andsis familiar wlUi Celes- 
tial ways aud habits, it can, bo depend- 
ed upon that -he Is not far out of tlie 
way in his statements, says the Chi- 
cago Post, This aiisshre is, doted 
April 2S: 


"One feels tbe limitations of lan- 


guage when he tries to convey to oc- 
cidentals an adequate picture of an 
eastern city. To say that the com- 
merce of SUapgbai very nearly equals 
the commerce of Boston, the eecopd 
port in the United States, will give 
some indication of the business ,of a 
city which Has been created during 
the laet 60 years. 


"As I rode along the harbor front 


o,n my wheel this morning there were 
84 steamers and 8 men-of-war at an- 
chor. Though tlie British flag pre- 
dominated, yet the -French, -Hussion, 
German, Chinese, Austrian, Italian, 
Norwegian, Japanese and American 
were out to tlie breeze. I went along 
the four miles of wharfs, and the 
ceaseless activity, the crashing of iron, 
the singsong of the coolies, the rolling 
and tumbling of bales of cotton, hemp, 
cloth, nuts and flour, tbe clink of tins 
of kerosene auil the burly burly of ex- 
cited Cliinese passengers almost per- 
suaded one that lie was not in the slow 
moving orient. 


"At the drydocks thousands of ham- 


mers were shaping obstinate iron Into 
graceful ships. I saw passengers met 
at the gangway of steamers by wheel- 
barrows to^take their baggage and'by 
overgrown baby' carts for their own 
conveyance. I saw tall, swarthy Sikh 
policemen kee.pi.ng order in the midst 
of babel, and then took my coursa 
among the great offices, warehouses, 
hongs and godov/ns which crowd the 
city. The conviction was stronger than 
ever that where east and west mingle 
there are ludicrous combr tions, In- 
tense .struggling for mastery, moun- 
tains of merchandise changing hands ^ 
aud, above all, an open door for the 
flend as well as the saint to enter tlie 
land. 


"Shanghai has about 500,000 people 


In the combined native and foreign set- 
tlements. Though tfiere are about as 
'iaany Europeans and Americans in thig 
one city, for instance, as reside in all 
Japan, yet Shanghai is, largely made 
up of Chinese. The population of tbe 
foreign settlements is under the rule 
of American, "JSngJisJi, German and 
French Institutions. Native merchants, 
bankers, , shopkeepers, lltterati and re- 
tired officials, crowd into this section iq 
order to be under foreign jurisdiction. 
They consider it vastly more desirable 
than to live in, the native city. Here 
they have macadamized streets, elec- 
tric lights, modern sewerage and wa- 
ter supply, careful policing and arq 
saved from nyich of the j»lfering anci 
pestering of the maudaricate. 


"Shanghai is the center of the great 


customs, railway, telegraph and postal 
administrations of, the awakened gov- 
ernment. It is the headquarters as 
well as the asylum for the reformers, 
who will some da-y^cause China to cut 
loose from a de)Ld.past Here are the 
headquarters o'f^the modern newspa- 
pers, of the great',publishicg, and liter- 
ary societies, of tlie Bible and mission- 
ary agencies whicb grapple with na- 
tional problems. Thisris thfc meeting 
place of the national' missionary and 
chureb councils ^hlch wrestle with the 
problems of evangelizing a fourth part 
of the world's^people. 


"But this model city is model only on 


the exterior. Wealth has not meant 
rlghteousnass and order has not pro- 
duced purity. 
Ita*reputation for im- 


morality is national. 
I have been re- 


peatedly told, in" the .distant Interior, 
that Chinese pastors, In narrating the 
prodigal' son,. do not say tbatJie went 
into a far eoBntry.vbat that he went 
to Shanghai an<J*thei?e spent his sub- 
Btance in riotous living. 


"Shanghai's rep'utatlfcfl ^for wicked- 


ness is even more. widespread than its 
repute for trade. >, Tbe scores of Amer- 
ican and Japanese women who are on 
the market; tbe hundreds of Chinese 
•women who haunt" FQD-OTOW road and 
make it impassible for a decent wo- 
man to live in that section; the Im- 
mense opium palaces; "the rum dives; 
the silk robed wretchedness which pa- 
rades the streets ia rubber tired car- 
riages—these are living proofs that tho 
devil has not lost the art of making 
life a hell. Tills Is no exaggeration; 1 
am writing of wbaOnalds, no proof, be- 
cause it daily-flaunts itself ID the pub- 
lic eye. 


"Young men predominate In the 


population of tfcis <_-iij. Teus o£ Uwu- 
sande are here gaining anjeclucatlon or 
engaged in business" whose homes are 
in other lauds or other provinces. _For 
these men there Is qoarcely a social club 
or guild wbere the Influences, are not 
doubtful, If not positively bad. Do you 
wonder that «uch a capital city of 
sin attracts one who wishes to win 
men to God?

All the expense? for furnishing the 
rooms and for maintenance have been 
provided for in-Shanghai. 


"Among, the English and Americans, 


an association has been organized on 
a modern basis,- aod 100 young men 
Joined qe charter members. This new 
Anglo-Chinese association IB now ne- 
gotiating for a-^paolous, well Ideated 
building, the .-refit and maintenance 
of which have been raised'here. This 
work is so important and taxing that 
I niust.,sljor$y h'ave an associate who 
Tv-ill give air his time to the Anglo- 
Bason department. His salary, as well 
as the expenses connected with the 
association, arc guaranteed in advance 
for at least four years. 


"In addition to these associations, we 


have a Chinese student department, 
with 250 members, which has as its 
field eight attractive colleges aid high 
schools. In all we now have in Shang- 
hai 512 association members, with a 
prospect of securing two buildings. 
The co-operation of some of the leading 
citizens has been secured. The British 
a,nd American consuls general iave 
given their personal and official influ- 
ence to further the plan. A meeting of 
American business.men was presided 
over by the Ame#iCan consnl general, 
and voted hearty resolutions of indorse- 
ment. The British consul general haa 
been as good as his word, and has done 
everything possible to facilitate the 
plan. A permaaent board of directors 
of nine gentlemen, of excellent Chris- 
tian and business standing, has been 
formed to exercise general control over 
all the associations in Shanghai. These 
associations, for racial reasons, must 
be separate in working, but must be 
under a central board and supervision. 


"For this beginning we praise God. 


But the _most difficult part has yet to 
come. To maintain and direct asso- 
ciation work so as to stem the tide is 
not the task for a single worker. If 
the work is a failure, it will probably 
be because it is not properly manned. 
Tae excessive financial strain, the busi- 
ness management, the problems for 
young men, personal interviews, re- 
ligious meetings, Bible classes, recep- 
tions, evening classes, baseball and bi- 
cycle clubs, are departments of tne 
work, and call for constant supervision 
and leadership. 
Responsibility can 


scarcely be delegated, for there cannot 
be trained co-operation iu a worts 
•which is without-precedent in this em- 
pire. May I aak you to unite with me 
to pray that the Spirit will call out 
and appoint the right men?"

A Curio Bea3er?» Dopes of WlmtWlU' 


Come From China. 


The year after^he Declaration of In-, 


dependence was signed at Philadelphia- 
Spain sent to Cuba and had mounted 
at Santiago two large, onrate brass 
Cannon. Today these two pieces of 
ordnance may be seen mounted on the 
wide balustrade of the east entrance 
-to the state, war and navy bulldlng,t 
lays the Washington correspondent of 
the New York Post They are part of 
the plunder of the Spanish war. For 
Borne months they had been lying in 
the courtyard of the department build- 
Ing while suitable iron mountings could 
be desigiied and cast These old can- 
non are about 15 feet long. 


There is a man In Washington who Is 


intensely interested in pre&c-nt events 
in China, not because be has friends or 
relatives there, and he is quite indiffer- 
ent to the fate of the missionaries. He 
has a little shop near th£ Metropolitan 
club, where he sells oriental vases, 
ivory carvings, antique jewels and sim- 
ilar articles. To him the capture of 
Peking means the unearthing of art ' 
treasures which money could never 
buy. War and pillage is the only means 
by which they ever could come upon ! 
the market, and within the next year j 
be anticipates an influx of plunder j 
which' wilf make his patrons' eyes wa- j 
ter. 
But lie 1« lamenting already the ' 


certainty of breakage and wanton de- i 
struction which will inevitably occur. I 
Soldiers do not always distinguish at a 
glance the value of ceramics and paint- 
ings, and as art collectors their meth- 
ods are crude. 


The late Spanish war was an illus- 


tration of this. A flood of interesting j 
aud valuable trophies worked their 
, 


way into this country from Santiago, 
i 


and among the things which came to ', 
this particular dealer was a beautiful J 
representation of the Virgin in bam- j 
mered brass. It was stolen from a } 
church by a soldier who was on guard i 
there at night and who backed it out j 
of the sanctuary with' his bayonet, j 
Obliged to work slowly In order to j 
escape detection, he would give it a 
jab or two every time he went by 
it on his beat. 
Thus he succeeded 


In cutting out an oval "which contain- 
ed the picture, but on the way to this 
country he drove a nail through the 
tipper part so as to hang It at the head 
of his bed. This further mutilated it 
BO that when it arrived here it was 
worth only about $50, while If it had 
been stolen with skill it would have 
brought at least $800. Jt was mount- 
ed well, however, and now graces tha 
drawing room of a prominent senator. 
Many rare specimens of oriental art 
were brought from England 40 years 
ago as a result of the sacking anfl de- 
struction of the summer palace at Pe- 
king, but these have now almost en- 
tir*>ly disappeared, being held as fami- 
ly heirlooms.

"If, as is probably the case, the uee 


of chocks of tiiis kind Trfiich he has in 
view is that of circulation in. lieu of 
money you will call his attention to 
the fact that tax Is imposed upon such 
circulation by

3408, Revised 


Statutes, and that section, 3583, Revise3 
Statutes, makes It a criminal offense 
to issue checks for a less sum than! $1, 
intended to circulate as money, or to 
be received or used in lieu of lawful

In spite of the fact that he was a 


member of no religious organization he 
continued to preach, and his text waa 
Invariably the faults and failures of 
the old churches. Presently he had 
gathered about bim a company of men 
and women who, Hke himself, were 
dissatisfied with all "of the different 
religious organizations. These people 
formed themselves Into a religious 
body and adopted the name "The Ha- 
ven of Rest" 


Not long ago the Rev. Mr. Plants 


held a meeting in a schoolhouse, and 
the building was crowded. He had 
on the wall a chart containing the 
names of all the church organizations 
and a statement of tha exact per cent 
of the membership of each which 
would be saved. Not one of the older 
organizations, he asserted, would be 
able to save over 30 per cent, but 
''The Haven of Rest," which was plac- 
ed at the bottom and was referred to 
last, he confidently 
asserted would 


save 100 per cent. 


The growth of this church has been 


rather slow, but the members are -very 
zealous in their professions or religion. 
Though their creed is not definite, yet 
tbey have certain beliefs iu which all 
participate.

•REVENGE OF A CAPTIVE BEAR.

Waboosa has 'never' feared to hunt 


bears. When a boy in Marquette, Mich., 
he saw a tragedy wrought by a tame 
bear that made u lasting impression oa 
his imagination, and though a skilled 
hunter and trapper of other wild game, 
te has always given the bear the go by. 


A chained bear was kept in the yard 


back of a store, and Ip some way this 
bear conceived a grudge against a dray- 
uiaii who was iu the habit of driving into 
the yard to deliver goods. Waboosa says 
the man "indignated" the bear. Things 
caine to a climax one day when the man, 
as it chanced, was accompanied by hia 
8-year-old child. He delivered his goods 
and on his way back to the dray did 
something which roused the sin-iliicring 
passion in the bear to white hi1:" 
The 


beast made a sudden leap at the in.i'i and 
caught his feet and woulu have- onded 
the matter then and there if the dray- 
man hud not got a grasp on the spokea 
of one of his wagon wheels and left his 
boots with the bear. He had time to 
climb on his dray and start his horse out 
of the yard, but as he reached the street 
the bear broke loose, carrying his chain 
with him, and started in pursuit. 


Directly across the street from the 


yard was the entrance to a livery stable, 
with an exit on another street at right 
angles to the first. The drayman lashed 
his horse aad drove into the stable, turn- 
ed the corner and came out on the main 
thoroughfare of Marquette, directly op- 
posite the Tremont House. He saw that 
the bear followed, and thinking it might 
be after the horse he jumped from the 
dray with his child in his arma and ran 
into the hotel. The paneled doors closed 
after him, but the bear, hot on the scent, 
went through them as if there had been 
nothing in his way and followed the man 
down a flight of stairs to the barroom. 


Here the mau had doubled and gone 


out at ancther door and through a long 
passage back to the street. 


The barroom was full of men. It was in 


the palmy boom days of the city, and the 
first great shipments of iron were being 
converted into cash. Miners aad sailors 
and roustabouts thronged the streets and 
filled the drinking places. Unfortunately 
for the drayman, the men were not pro- 
Tided with firearms. The bear dashed 
through the bar and turned neither to 
right noi left. A second later the wood- 
en door by which the drayman had left 
lay in splinters, and succeeding doors 
proved only a temporary check to the 
bear's progress. It gained on the man ot 
every turn, and just before the poor fel- 
low reached his wagon again it caught 
him. 


The horrified spectators saw a vidous 


sweep of the paws which fell a trifle 
short of the man, but tore the child from 
its father's grasp and ended its young 
life instantly. A second later the bear 
and man had grappled and fallen, the 
bear on top. 


The man tried to defend himself with 


his arms, and tbe bear chewed them in- 
discriminately, meanwhile tearing at his 
stomach with his claws, blind with pas- 
sion and insensible to the shots which a 
policeman who'-hafl followed the chase 
was firing into its head and body. Not 
till the sixth aad last shot from the po- 
liceman's revolver held against the base 
of its ear was fired did the bear succumb. 
The muscles relaxed, %nd the shaggy 
beast settled an iiiert mass. The dray- 
man was pulled out from beneath. He 
was alive, but crippled for life.

THE RUSSIAN ALPHABET. 


A Host Formidable Obstacle It I» to 


LiuKUiatlc Study. 


At the very threshold of the Russian 


language you are confronted by the al- 
phabet, and a most formidable obstacle 
it is to linguistic study. Cadmus, with a 
prophetic sympathy for the modern 
schoolboy, stopped short at 24 letters 
when he invented Greek, but Cadmus- 
' koffovltchsky (as his Russian prototype 


Is called) launches no fewer than 35 oa 
the guileleeg foreigner. 


Some of these, it is true, have the same 


form as Roman characters, but as their 
Bonni is usually entirely different this 
similarity is rather an additional stum- 
bling block than a help. Others, again, 
resemble our letters turned upside down 
or wrong side about or otherwise con- 
torted. There is one letter for which we 
conceited a profound respect, not ua- 
mixed with awe. 


It rasembles the figure III on a clock 


dial and has the appalling sound of 
"chtch." When we came across a word 
containing this letter, we gazed upon it 
in silent admiration. Any attempt to 
pronounce it would, we felt, prove fatal 
to our incisors, and considering the high 
fees charged by good dentists we could 
not afford to run any risks. 


Another curions specimen, like a small 


b, with a projecting snout on top, has ab- 
solutely ao sound whatever and is de- 
fined as a "final mute." In spite of (or 
perhaps on account of) its silence, it is 
greatly in evidence, no word of any siza 
being considered complete without It Ita 
only purpose, apart from that of an orna- 
ment, seems to be to warn the reader 
that the preceding word Is in Russian 
and that he must not try to pronounce it 
according to western rules. 


When a foreigner writes his name in 


Russian, he invariably tacks this "final 
mute" on to it It is regarded as a subtle 
compliment to the Russian nation and 
doubtless has due weight with, the secret 
police.—Pearson's Weekly.

STOCKBROKERS' SUPERSTITIONS. 


of A Una "Who Stepped on = 
Craelc Coins to HU Office. 


The mail who was watching the tape 


anxiously suddenly snapped it off and, 
turning to the brokers standing near him, 
said: 


"That last sale has probably cost me 


$1,000, and I am through bucking my su- 
perstition." 


"Lost a rabbit foot?" asked a broker. 
"No, nothing of that sort. I don't be- 


lieve in rabbits' feet, opals and all that 
eort of thing. I have a little superstition 
of my own, however, which is just as 
foolish. It is really absolutely silly, but 
I have never known it to fail. I come 
down town in a Broadway car every 
morning. Bsperience has tanght me that 
if I step on a crack as I walk from 
Broadway down Wall and Broad to my 
office luck will go against me all day. I 
first noticed this ten years ago. It came 
to'me like an inspiration. I tried to fight 
it down. On days when I had stepped 
on u crack in going to my office in the 
morning I would trade only in the most 
conservative stocks and on -what seemed 
to be sure tips. In nine cases out of ten, 
however, the market would go against 
me. 


"Of course It Is foolish, but I'll ven- 


ture to say that eight brokers out of ten 
down here have some pet superstition 
like it. I have tried in every way to take 
the hoodoo away from mine, and today's 
luck has convinced me that it is useless. 
I stepped on a crack this morning just 
as I was thinking about buying- 200 
shares of X. Y. Z. I had straight infor- 
mation 'that it was to be bulled, and ita 
last report warranted a price better than 
81. When I stepped on the crack, I thought 
to myself: 'There is my hoodoo. If I buy 
that stock now, it will go down. I'll just 
take the curse off that hoodoo by selling 
200 shares.' That was what I did. I or- 
dered my short stock covered at 76. Five 
points was all the profit I expected. The 
stock began to sag as soon as I sold, and 
then came a Tally, and it's been going up 
«ver since. My stock has just been cov- 
ered at a five point loss. That convinces 
me that I can't get the better of my hoo- 
doo, and hereafter I am going to yield to 
it"

In turn then" pet superstitions, and oue 
of them told a story about the death of a 
•well known governor of the Stock Ex- 
change a few years ago. The governor 
may be called-Brown. The broker said: 


"There was not* a more level headed 


man on the exchange than Brown, and 
probably .all of- you knew him. He 
had one snpeMtltion which he confided 
to his friends.-.. He always said that he 
felt sureithat if it ever became necessary 
for him. to announce a member's death 
that his own death would come very 
shortly after that. We all guyed him 
about it, and Brown himself didn't aeeta 
to be very se'-laus. It so. happened one 
morning, howevw, that the other officers 
of the exchange were ill, and Brown 
was called upoa to announce the death of 
a member. I heard him do it and thought 
to myself that this was a good opportuni- 
ty to prove the foolishness of his super- 
stition. Brown looked to be in perfect 
health. After announcing this death he 
stepped down, walked across the floor 
and when near the door he fell as if ih 
a faint. He never recovered conscious- 
ness. You all know that he died in 
that way, and there are a dozen other 
men besides myself who can vouch for 
his having- that superstition. My experi- 
ence leads 'me to believe .that stockbro- 
kers are tfie-most superstitious of men,"

their ancestors and their tombs, at 
which they periodically sacrifice, la 
well known and may be availed of for 
political purposes, says the New York 
Bun. As an extreme measure, for in- 
stance, it might be found expedient to 
destroy the tombs of certaiij o£ the 
ancestors of the present dynasty, or at 
least to hold military possession of 
them for a certain period, during 
which no member of the dynasty 
should be permitted to approach them, 
as a means of bringing them all to 
reason. 


There has been some doubt as to the 


exact locality of some of the Chinese 
emperors' tombs. That of the founder 
is close to his old capital, Hingklng; 
those of Nurbachi and Abkai, tbe first 
two Mantchoo emperors, but not of 
China, are north and northeast of 
Mukden. The above three are officially 
known as the three tombs of Sheng- 
king. The w.estern tombs are insiiie' 
the great wall north of Pao-ting, the 
scene of the recent killing of tbe mis- 
sionaries. The eastern tombs, to which 
the empress dowager and emperor go 
to sacrifice, are just Inside the great 
wall at Mnlanchen, half way between 
Pelting and Ynngping on the railway 
between Tien-teln arid Shanhaikwan, a 
little north of the great high road. The 
tomb of the emperor Kia King is 
called Ch'angllng, and that of his son 
Taokwang, the last ancestor of the 
princes now living, is called Muling. 
The tomb of Hien-feng, the busbau4 
of the empress dowager, is said to bd 
called Tingling, and that of his son, tho 
emperor T'ung-chi, H welling. "Ling'' 
means tomb.

GOLD MINING EXPER1 HERE 


'Mill Run" Test Gives Lyons 
Gold 


Mine Fine Showing 


Professor John E. Sutrrtieni of 


Falls, N. Y., the gold mining: expert, 
was in the city yesterday to examine 
the gold mine in the notch which is 
being developed by John L. Lyons, as 
reported, in this paper some time as'O. 
This inspection) of the-grtound followed 
a, "mill run" of the ore. which Prof- 
essor Sutphen recently made, and the 
results of which were' so satisfactorv 
as to mafce him consider it worth, while 
to look into the prospects of the mine 
personally. 
«. 


The mill run cktosietetL of 250 pounds 


of ore taken from the shaft that has 
been sunk. Thi^ was the average ore 
as taken from the mine, and was not 
sorted as is done In practical mining1, 
so that a large percentage of waste ore 
was mixed with it The result of the 
mill run was to show that the ore 
would yield $11.29 to the ton. TWs was 
a showing that surprised bJm, exceed- 
ing the showing from many mines that 
are run on a. well paying basis. 


In speaking of it yesterday after- 


noon, Professor Sutphen said that even 
for refractory rocik, $4 a ton was a 
liberal estimate for mining and mill- 
ing. This IB higher than many per- 
sons estimate when going into, the 
business, but it giVee a fair'allowance 
for any possible contingency. On. this 
bas's there would be a profit of $7.29 
a ton in work-ing the- mine. 


Professor Stytpheti, Who has dome 


work for the Hlnsdale and South 
Mountain gold mining companies, was 
asked how the mine in. the notch-com- 
pared w&h those. He said it showed un 
better so far by a great deal than 
th'cee. For the south mountain at thai 
present time $6500 Is being put into ma- 
chiinwy by the company which is pro- 
rootrng it. Professor Sutphen. has an- 
alyzed this ore, and says it does not 
show over $6.50 a ton. , 


In regard, to the vein, and the de- 


velopments at the mine, he gave a 
somewhat technical description, saying 
that it was an antt-elinal dowfe on a 
true fisher vein, trending n'ortheast and 
south-west In character tt le r-nrely 
inga-ceous,

tha't present indications warrant.

TO TEST BICYCLE BAGGAGE LAW 


Great Barrington Man Brings Suit 


Against Consolidated Road 


The bicycle baggage law recently 


passed in this state is to be tested. 
Oilman G. Fiaher of Great Barrinston. 
superintendent of schooas in that dis- 
trict, has .engaged Bawyer Wilcox as 
counsel and will bring suit against the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford 
railroad company. The alleged refusal 
of the baggagemaster at Van Deusen- 
ville to check Mr. Fisher's bicycle to 
Great Barrington on a mileage book is 
the basis for the suit.
